The alien bodies captured from a 
crashed spaceship at Llandrillo.Chvydit. 
seems.... The.er.what? - you might ask,as I 
did. Then the full story dribbled nut. 

You may recall this case. I first wrote 
about ii in NUN 20 years ago and thorns a 
discussion in UFO Reality ,published in 
19K3.A fuller account followed last year in 
UFO Retrievals .thanks to some new work by 
Margaret Fry’ - which first appeared in her 
Welsh Wonders column in NUN. 

The incident occurred; m January 
1974 when strange lights were seen from tins 
smalt Welsh village not far from Lake Bala 
They lit up the top of a mountain and there 
wits also an explosion and earth-slurking 
considered 10 be a tremor (it was even 
recorded on seismographs at Edinburgh) That 
would have been the end of the matter had not 
the RAF behaved very oddly indeed. They 
scoured the mountain for several days 
searching for what they said was a meteor - 
that is lo say .not an old RAF plane.but a lump 
of rock from space (aridso, smelly^ meteorite}. 

U did seem peculiar that iht RAF 
should be so interested m 3 rock But the very 
bnef TV and press stories on the matter were 


very quickly killed off by this 
revelation.followed swiftly by the news that 
the search’had been Ini it less and so urn even 
this lump of rock had been found. Hardly 
surprising if you see the desolation up ihere- 

Franklydhe sloiy seemed of minimal 
interest. There was some speculation in 
LFFQEogy about earthquake tights, Tony 
Paco then BUFORAs research officer .was the 
first to do this and Raul Dcvereux picked up 
on the matter years later and linked it to 
earthli^lits. Be also added a fascinating note 
about a scientist who took some readings on 
the mountain (Coder Branwen) a week or so 
afterward and got unusual high radioactivity, 
Indeed this was one of the niggers for 
subsequent investigations at stone circle sites 
as the scientist was at such a site up on the 
remote mountain when he got theiie readings. 

In 1973 the mysterious secret society 
A PEN started to send reports to selected 
UFOIogisis (myself included) claiming that a 
UFO had lauded on the niiniiiium.alicns had 
got out and contacted a retired army officer 
who lived there. The obliging ETs had even 
given said officer A PE Ns e\ director phone 
number and told him to speak only 10 them! 
Needless lo say few people took such APEN 
ravings very 1 seriously {although we never 
found out who these weirdos wore I and the 
Llandrillo story was quietly forgotten - untiJ 
I97S when fare 1 lent a hand. 

My then new 1 boyfriend's father just 
happened to Imve moved his caravan in a site - 
by the River Dee at this village called 
LlandrilJo. During the next couple of years 
Paul and [ spent many happy weeks there.We 
climbed the mountain,talked to locals in the 
pub and pretty much established thai an 
interest tag event had occurred I just assumed 
it was a low grade earth light I even saw a 
misty light myself from the caravan and wrote 
lo Paul Dev ere ux about it l did not pursue the 
ease as vigorously as ) really should have done 
whilst l was regularly visiting the area. 
Hindsight teaches many things of coursc.but al 
the time the ease seemed like no big deal. 

Years later,when Margaret moved to 
Wales some miles nmy she started to pick up 
masses of UFO siglitings from Clwyd. Some 
refered to that night in January 1974 when all 
hdl broke loose on that mountain. Being an 
adopted native of Wales herself now .Margaret 
gradually won the confidence of a people 
notoriously unwilling ta talk to outsiders - 
especially hostile invaders from England This 
oppn unity kd to major new revelations about 
the case. 
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Suddenly uc heard nbont the hotel in 
Bn la filled that week by sails from London 
who spent all day on the mountain but never 
spoke about what they were doing, Of the 
Tanners prcvcnicd from tending their flocks 
during the RAF search. Of the nurse who went 
up there to assist with what she assumed was a 
plane crash to sec a strange UPO on the moor. 

When I wrote UFO Retrievnis and 
lectured about the case at the FT 
Uirconvention in London last year there were 
two possibililies in mv mind about what might 
have happened. OT course, a real UFO may 
have crashed and been retrieved. But equally 
the object could have been something that the 
RAF did not want us to find out about - and 
Tor which I ho 'just a meteorite 1 story served as 
perfect cover. Something for which all the 
locals would have to be kept off the mountain 
(had it really been a meteorite farmers would 
surely have been a help in the search). An 
event Tor which MoD bigwigs had to rush to 
the area in top sccrel.Shades of Roswell. 

From ihe caravan Paul and I had 
often seen and heard RAF jets scream low 
overhead on practice flights from Valley and 
Shawbury. In 1988 Peter Hough and l had 
lectured to the officers mess at Shawbury and 
it was n delightful evening of UFO info. Two 
things were curious, how ever. One bigwig 
from the RAF - upon hearing of our coming 
lecture - requisitioned n plane and flew there 
From Valley just to hear 115 He kept himself to 
himself all night. Also I was struck by the 
deathly silence That greeted just one tiling l 
mentioned that evening - Ehc Llandrillo affair. 

This led me to muse that perhaps a 
nuclear weapon had been involved in a 
military accident of some sort and this was 
understandably creating mass panic in 
Whitehall.Hence the cover up. 

At my 1995 FT lecture I had another 
surprise This came from the science editor of 
a respected national newspaper who told me 
quietly after hearing mv words on UandriHo 
that he had been sent 'to the same part of 
Wales' a couple of years before.because a local 
GP had reported a dramatic rise in childhood 
cancers that had been occurring in the area 
over the previous 20 years. The doctor.not 
being one to take UFOs seriously (if indeed he 
even knew about the 1974 Unndrillo affair - 
which 1 doubt) had reasonably concluded that 
some sort of radiation leak from the nuclear 
power station at Transfynedd must be the 
causa The reporter had investigated,found no 
problems with dial place (since dosed down) 
and the story was quietly dropped. 


But - the man now told me.mildly 
curious - what if there was another potential 
source of radiation lh=al had begun out there 
about 20 years ago. Whai indeed 

And so to September 19% and this 
sudden Hood of media calls about alien bodies 
and starships, What the heck was that all 
about? I had written an article about the 
UandriHo ease in the August issue of the 
ncwsiand magazine - SIGHTINGS In this f 
hnd_of course,speculated about the hueicur 
weapon leaking radiation theory and 
explained the UFO genesis of this case. But 1 
bad said nothing about alien bodies. 

By the third call from a TV station 
wanting me to go to Wales to film interview [ 
asked where they had heard about the case and 
how they had mv unlisted number? The Daily 
Star, to Id us 1 was advised. The Tacts' were 
front an article about you last Monday'. 

As 1 had not spoken with anybody 
from Ehat paper (or indeed any journalist about 
LlandriHo) I had to check it out. There was 
indeed an article proclaiming, Lite 'crashed 
spaceship and dead aliens" story - with not 
only my name attached-bill the news that at 
Ehc Quest Conference in Leeds the previous 
weekend it had surfaced that Ehc Yorkshire 
group had made a big discovery An 
unbnvmous source had come to them and 
exclusively revealed that the object on the 
mountain was definitely a spaceship.dcad 
aliens bad been recovered from it and ferried 
in trucks lo the secret weapons site at 
Aldermaston. This mystery man saw them. 

Now,we must trust Quest here.of 
course, and so assume that the man is bona 
fide. Where he came from and why he has 
chosen to say what he has lo say now is an 
interesting question, it seems fascinating dial 
just as I have gone public with Ehc facts and 
possibilities on a case which undoubtedly turn 
at a nudear accident then up pops someone 
wanting Eo convince us all that it really was an 
ET spaceship with little alien bodies. 

Not only was the timing of this 
witness revelation intriguing .but so too was 
the timing of the Daily Star account. It had a 
double edged effect, The key witnesses 
assumed I had blabbed rubbish to the Slur and 
were upset about being associated with alien 
bodies (w hich none of them have ever daimed 
were involved in this case). Friends were 
ridiculing them after seeing the story and it 
may well now be thal these responsible folk 
will keep silent lo avoid being connected with 
what they regard as wild stories that could 
damage their status in [his small community, 
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Moreover, who will lake seriously the 
possLbiltty ihnt a nuclear accident did occur at 
Lhmarillo? The case lias been tarnished with 
the alien body saga and that will switch off 
investigative journalists from probing further. 

Yet - in a fascinating twist - the very 
day of this new tabloid revelation ihe award 
winning 1TV investigative series r WorEd in 
Action 1 had a major report about a nuclear 
accident at Grcenham Common dint had led to 
a dramatic rise in childhood leukemia in the 
40 years since The MoD had been nm ragged 
by ITV chasing facts behind their cover-up for 
weeks and must have been keen to ensure that 
ail hint of another incident was squashed The 
last thing they needed was nosey reporters 
pondering whether Greenhorn Common was 
repeated in Wales a couple of decades hter.By 
fortune or design ihe alien story killed that, 

I told all of the TV companies that 
kept trying to dazzle with me with offers of 
money and international stardom (they really 
are that naive !) that l was not about to help 
the government cover up the (ruth about this 
incident by acting as a disinformation agent 
on their behalf The stunned replies I got from 
programmes desperate to set I a 'UFO has 
crushed 1 storyline to their miIIions of viewers 
had to be heard to toe believed. 

Mo doubt these documentaries will go 
ahead on German and US TV without my 
hcIp.Tliere will be UFOIogists eager to get the 
publicity' or who really believe that alien 
bodies were picked up off that mountain. Of 
course,maybe they are right - this mysterious 
new witness couid well be telling the trutli A 
UFO may conceivably have crashed at 
Llandrillo. But I am not about lo take that 
chance.because L think that these games of 
information and disinformation go on far too 
often when the MoD <and counterparts in 
other countries) want to find an easy way to 
ridicule an important issue. 

Unfortunately, UFOlogisis are pretty 
good at acting as pet stooges to play right into 
the hands of the powers that be. 

Time will no doubt reveal who is 
right about this matter. If a UFO did crash at 
Uandnilo the truth cannot be hidden forever 
If some kind of nasty nuclear accident is being 
covered up to protect the guilty and prevent 
the public from learning what they have every 
right to be told then one day that conspiracy 
will also be broken. 

Maybe l was right.maybe I was 
wrong to refuse to play this game. [ am, sure 
you will let me know what you think. But I 
just fdt that it was time to say no for once.

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TRAGIC UFO LOSSES 

JL lias been a sad summer for British 
UFQlogv. In July Ken Phillips died as a result 
of a massive heart a Hack just before lie was 
due to lecture to the annual South Wales 
conference.He was only in his fifties, 

Ken's loss is a tragedy for the field. 
He had worked tirelessly for 30 years both 
with BUFORA and more recently the Witness 
Support Group As an investigator and 
Director of Investigations with the national 
group lie established methodologies and 
protocols few could equal. His care for 
witnesses won him the rcspcci of all who met 
him. He also edited BUFGRAs magazine for a 
time and created the 'Anamnesis Project 1 ■* 
research that has benefited many by 
es[ablisfling background information about the 
lifestyles of close encounter witnesses. 

Ken was not a name well known by 
media or international UFGIogy But he was 
without doubt one of Brilams leading lights 
For as long as I can remember. He epitomised 
the sheer hard work and dedication of which 
this subject has far too little. I shall miss him a 
great deal and this country's UFO movement 
should never forget what he gave to us all. 

Also gone from us this summer is a 
more enigmatic figure from the past - -Arthur 
Shu tile wood. During the I'Mil's as a journalist 
lie turned the town of Warminster in Wiltshire 
into the haven for UFOs that only places like 
Gulf Breeze could attempt to lay claim to 
today. Media and UFO buffs the world over 
Hocked to the area and todays rash of crop 
circles in the same region owe a great deal - 
many feel - to the social history' of expectation 
that was thus created. 

Shuttle wood wrote a series of popular 
books during the sixties and seventies - with 
titles like 'The Flying Saucerers' and The 
Warminster Mystery’. These included 
references to what in retrospect appear to have 
been ctrdc-like events, 

Howevcr.doubts have arisen in recent 
years about the birth of the Warminster 
legend. Recently wi I nesses whose photograph 
of a UFO was critical in establishing the 
reputation of the town have admit ted they 
faked the whole thing. Their full stories hinted 
that Shuttle wood should perhaps have been 
more mindful of the problems. Nothing of 
these unproven claims got published when the 
witnesses admission came because of 
Shutilcwoods fading health and inability' to 
respondEut the debate could re-surface now .

If you have not 
caught sight of it as yci the November issue 
(dee in shops late October) is worth a loot It 
indtides a free cover book showing the best 
visual evidence for UFOs in ihc past 50 years. 

MoD SWIFTL Y CHANGE THE RULES 

In September it was fascinating to see 
a report in a highbrow national newspaper 
telling us that the government have changed 
the ground rules for [he release of UFO 
documents. 

The paper's defence corrcspondam 
presenled the story as if it were news just 
uncovered,stating that in future UFO files 
won Id be available via the public record office 
in Kew, Also that the MoD had decided to 
release on suds files the distribution list of 
places to which the reports art sent. This had 
previously been secret,bin it bad now been 
decided not to maintain this secrecy. 

This fiosterptece of hypocrisy utterly 
failed to point out that both of these things 
were established before 4.3 mi IIion viewers on 
a TV documentary {Britain* Secret UFO Files) 
which I made for the BBC earlier this vear, A 
documentary which that same newspaper had 
ridiculed extensively in print as if it were 
beneath contempt! 

Of course,it was irrelevant to the 
MoD* decision that in that programme I had 
shown the UFO files at Kcw and (vviih great 
help from the PRO) the process by which ihey 
were obtainable by all. Morcovcr.that I had 
pm on screen an MoD UFQ file that proved 
how it was distributed not only lo Air SmlT 2A 
- the well known departmeni at which Nick 
Pope ami Ralph No>es had worked * but also 
to more sensitive intelligence agencies - 
notably a defence intelligence unit (DJ55) and 
the DSTl. This latter is a department of 
scientific and technical intelligence and gets 
twice a* many copies of files as Air Staff I A. 


The pretence was impossible for the 
MoD after this very public rove I at ion, so it is 
hardly amazing that ihcy have decided not to 
lie any more. Howe\cr I found llic altitude of 
this well respected national newspaper (whom 
f have not named lo protect tlie guilty) preuy 
infuriaiing. To them UFQlogy h nonsense ami 
UFQlogiste befuddled idiots. But ihey print 
exactly what we proved in that TV programme 
and it counts as serious news .whereas our 
demons*ration was thought so daft it might as 
wdl liavc been that John Major is from Pluto.

NICK POPE - HERO OR VILLA IN? 

It has been intriguing to see the 
response of both the media and the UFO 
community lo the publication of Nick Pope s 
book - Open SHt&Ctosed Minds - which 
appeared this June and is a fine read.[| told of 
his rale as the 'Fox Mulder* of ihc MoD at the 
helm of Air Staff 2A (1991-1994) and earned 
him.I think, the biggest advance yet paid by a 
UK publisher for a British UFQ book 11 
predictably made it into ihc lop 111 bcsi-scllcr 
list and Nick has appeared here,there and 
craywhere m the media. Two separate 
national newspapers serialised lus book and he 
has been giving lectures so frequently that lie 
must have hardly been at home all summer. 

Allhough I ;sm not reviewing the 
booLyou will not find it difficult to read 
reviews in the UFQ ltteraturc.il is interesting 
that ihcre have been one or two so Tar that arc 
highly critical. The Fortran Times is hardly 
favourable and the Andy Roberts review m 
BUFORAs UFO Times is ver> r negative. 

I read a draft copy of Nick H s book 
Shortly before l interviewed him for my BBC 
documentary late last year.As 1 said in a bncf 
note in NUN 172 I found it disuppuitiling. My 
biggest concern was that there was barely a 
case we were unfamiliar with. Yet Ihc MoD 
receive hundreds per year - todudingoue 
supposes,via military bases. So where was the 
data on events such as these which had never 
been made public before? I knew it would be 
billed by the media as being dramatic new 
revelations, but. to be ho nest, I found it to a 
large degree lo be little more than rehash. 

Other things worried me. For 
example,there were references to cases Nkk 
had not himself investigated and about 
wtttdcfhinkly.he showed disturbing lack of 
familiarity. One could not expect him lo know 
everything on these case^of course But he 
seemed to me not a* widely read as I hoped. 
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For instance he cited the Peter Day 
film as possibly showing bail Lightning - about 
the one tiling we know with ohEQiiitc certainly 

it was not, Nick obviously had never rend 
much about the case Indeed when f challenged 
him and suggested he set this story right.Nick 
asked me what the Peter Day Filin was! E 
pointed out he had written it up in his 
boolcbta he couldn't recall doing so or the 
source (probably from somebody clscs book) . 
[ dent know if he did put it right in the draft. 

Then there was the report on the 
Quanlock Hills case (widely written up in 
national newspapers reporting the book). 
Nicks discussion of this was inadequate in 
my view, not debating the extensive BUFORA 
investigation (it was one of the last cases 
before l got removed as BUFORA Director of 
Investigations so I know it wdl).Kcn Phillips 
also did a fine job and we ready went Eo tow n - 
having physical evidence analysed by the 
Geological Museum and setting up an 
expensive hospital assessment for the witness. 
The case went nowhere fast.but in no way can 
one reasonably suggest that w r e might consider 
this ease evidence for alien invaders. Nothing 
I ever saw in this affair argued that. 

t would not blame Nick Pope For 
being unfamiliar with UFO eases. But he was 
not sufficiently aware of the complexities of 
some of the events that he was writing about. 
But then, of course, his job at the MoD was not 
intended to investigate UFOs thoroughly. He 
was there to reviewv the defence implicalions. 

This book - well ghosi written for 
Nick and a lot better than many appearing of 
late - exposes die popular myth Ehat the MoD 
study UFOs more than adequately. Any 
serious UFO group does a better job than Air 
Staff 2 A - perhaps because I he subject is not 
considered worthy of much time and money by 
the MoD or because there are departments 
above and beyond that do the real work. 

Unfortunately, because of the hype 
this book has generated it has created the 
impression that the MoD knows UFOLogy 
rather more thoroughly than is evidently the 
eased expect this implication is a marketing 
image by his publishers - but it is not good 
news for the UFO movement in this country. 

Personally, f find Nick a nice 
guy,keenly interested in UFQs. committed to 
the HTH for reasons \ find hard to fathom.but 
nonetheless sincere in these views. His naivety 
about UFOs is not his fault At the MoD lie 
weis just never in a position to study UFOlogy 
as you and I can do. Cases can take months to 
rcscarchThc MoD had a few minutes spare! 


Undoubtedly Nick Pope has seized a 
commercial opportunity to exploit bis former 
roJc.Gut you cannot blame him for doing that. 
This lias had some benefits for UFQIogy.but a 
number of detriments,too.if people expect 

more than Nick can ever possibly deliver. 

However,! am sure the book was 
genuinely motivated and not some 

government disinformation plot. I just 

feel.sadly,that peoples expectations of what 
Nick Pope is able to tell us about the role of 
Ihe MoD and UFOs are over inflated In 
tmdi.he knows liulc more than you or 1 - and 
rather less about some aspects of the subject.! 
can only judge from what he has written. 

In the draft of the book that I read 
last winter Nick told of an incident in Florida 
before he got the MoD job- It involved passing 
through a roadway toll booth without 

paying!he possibility or a time lapse and 
(what seemed to me) a rather flimsy possibility" 
that this involved an unretnembered abduction 
- apparently this idea being hinted to him by 
UFOIogisis he was then talking with. 

This chapter is.l gather.missing from 
the published hook.but I hear that Nick has 
already writen a sequel on abductions so it 
might resurface there. E wonder if this event 
could perhaps have subconsciously interested 
him in the UFO subject when the MoD job 
appeared; although Nick argues he hud no 
such interest when he later took on the post. 

1 trust that Nick has familiarised 
himself with the abduction phenomenon belter 
than with some UFO cases in his first book - 
for abductions are an intensely complicated 
phcnomenon.The Iasi thing we need is a 
hyped,yet superficial, treatment of the issues 
involved. Do prove me wrong Nick, please . 

Indeed I anticipate that Nick's recent 
association with the UFO field since leaving 
Air Staff 2A will have been richly educational. 
He strikes me as keen to leant and will 
doubtless have picked much up which should 
help his second book, E wish him wdUbecause 
Nick is lie re to slay (at least far the short termi 
and his massive public image will ensure he is 
a farce to be reckoned with, ft is in all of our 
interests that lie champions our cause well. 

Unfortunately,the MoDs association 
with abductions is a bit of a worry. During his 
Air SlalT 2A tenure Nick released 'alien 
contact' cases on file.! liad already interviewed 
one witness.but that mans MoD letter barely 
hinted at his adventures with hairy pillar 
boxes .rescues by furry bird-like aliens.the 
interplanetary war lie was part of. aliens at the 
local Tcscos.and so on! That's the problem 
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HALO and Goodbye 
Return of the Triangle 

Many people have the false 
assumption that UKQs are shaped like - well - 
Hying saucers €tvcn ihai the name flying 
saucer was coined in error about a UFO that 
was nor even saucer shapccLiliis view does not 
have a great deal going for ec. UFOs have 
always hcen of ;t rich variety of shapes and 
sizes. 

However, the re is no doubt which 
UFO type is hoi right now. [ndeed.it has been 
number one for quite some while (probably 
back 10 the 'SiSum Vulcan 1 reports featured in 
NUN back in 1978 - so named because the 
huge triangular objects witnessed over the 
midlands were like a vulcan bomber without 
the accompanying ear-splitting racket). 

From the Belgian wave in I9S9/I990 
to [he gigantic UFOs seen over the UK around 
the same time period (which often were - 
although few people seem to believe it - mid¬ 
air refuelling everdses involving die U5AF 
preparing to bomb Libya) the triangle motif 
has come to dominate the field in Europe. 

So many have been the sightings in 
the Peak District that the Derby group E J RA 
arc almost drowning beneath paperwork ahout 
them. Then - in late 1995 - the triangle moved 
to the Lancashire coast and from Southport to 
Morecambc we have been swamped with 
sightings of this latest Hying thingy. 

As regular readers will know die 
debate ensuing is whether these are genuine 
UFOs (that is alien spacecraft) or some kind of 
secret aircraft being built by British Aerospace 
(BAe) at Lheir plant at Warton This sits on 
the Rihblc Estuary (ironically only a mile or so 
from the sue of this summers open golf 
championship and this Novembers big UFO 
conference in Lylham). It is - coincidentally or 
not - slap bang in the middle of any map 
showing the Lancashire coast sightings. 

According to BAe sources talking tq 
UFOlogisis in January the project is called 
HALO (High Agility.Low Observability) and 
h a UK version of stealth.possibly utilising 
Harrier jump jet technology to allow for 
vertical take off and landing. Unsurpisingly a 
stealth jet capable of hovering is going to give 
the natives a few UFO sightings 

Of course, British Aerospace are 
having none of this. Wanon fly Hawk trainers 
and other jels.pius proiolvpe Eurollghters, 
They have no HALQs living yet and arc not to 
blame tor any UFOs seen.Full slop, 


But when i\ jet crushed in October a 
lew feet olf the end of a crowded bench at 
Blackpool during parly conference season 
Wanon explained it was a routine mishap,At 
rmsi.Only Inter did k emerge that the jet wtis 
testing secret equipment So those who say no 
secret plane is going to fly over one of the 
most densely populated pans of the UK should 
ponder then news The UFO sightings that get 
reported may well work to the advantage of 
BAc. After all.wild is going to take them too 
seriously save a few UFO buffs? 

We have featured some of I he 
mangle sightings m NUN recently. A video 
was taken in Morecambc of one m January 
Another was captured on fiijm in fCnotty 
Ash.Liverpool.in February (see East issue). 
Some Southport sightings are reported later in 
tliis issue. And yet the events continue. 

One of ihe most recent was on [7 
September 1996 at 06.45 and involved ihc 


usual object glinting silver as it spiralled 
downwards from the sky,hovered over the sea 
wall and then shot off northwards toward 
Morecambc Bay This was ai ft ossa l|. between 
Fleetwood and Clcveleys.half a mile from 
where I was then fast asleep in bed! Curses 

An even more speciacular event was 
reported on 29 August over KendaJ,Cumbria. 
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This involved 21) vvitncsscs.many of whom 
were interviewed by the Lancashire UFO 
Society They describe a black triangle 
performing aerobatics over the Iowa at 21.15 
and very unusual ctrcuinstances surrounding 
the incident. Apparently the atmospheric 
conditions changed during the sightings if a 
violent storm were bn mi non [.This despite itie 
foci that the night was otherwise calm and 
clear. There were also reports of a low 
frequency humming sound and of 
radios.television sets and watches suffering 
strange interfere nee whilst the mangle 
liov cred 

These are not the only instances of 
electrical disturbance. Power outages in 
Morecambc and Fleetwood during winter 
1995/1996 have been tied in with triangle 
sightings - whether by coinridenc or not. 
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Tim Matthews of the Lancashire 
UFO Society has produced a fascinating report 
on his groups investigations into the 
La liens hi re sig h 11 figs, EnitE led Stadth. I f t es 
ami Mdeotape it assesses itoc options ireul 
UFO or secret plane) and exposes some 
interesting facts - such as the new security 
measures put in force on a remote part of the 
Warton complex.

Since publication in Septembcr,Tim 
tells me of a remarkable new development 
This involves a man who has been able lo

At the moment I am not going Eo say 
any more about this as the matter is still under 
investigation But Tim has dates and times of 
tests and attempts will be made to correlate 
with mangle sightings. There arc other sound 
reasons why no further details of this 
development can be revealed for now But this 
is a story iliat is certainly gaining momentum. 

One possibility is (hat a sophisticated 
drone - a sort of remote controlled prototype 
HALO - is responsible. 

In September Granada TV ran a iwo- 
pan report on the Lancashire coast triangle 
sightings and interviewed some of the 
witnesses and showed some of I he video 
footage. Whilst l was working with Granada 
on this project a fascinating neiv twist 
occurred. Warton - after initially seeming to 
confirm the HALO project as real (although 
insisting nothing was oil the drawing board as 
yet - nor likely to be before die 21st centuryJ 
flatly denied that they had even heard of the 
acronym iiALOf In which case - where did it 
come from? 

To UFQIogists of the north-west 
Warton is beginning to gain a reputation not 
unlike dial of Area 31 in the Nevada desert. 
Of course.there is n whopping difference 
between the remote wilds of that US desen 
and I lie far from unpopulated Lancashire coast 
- swarming tilth tourists (and politicians) 
during the summer. Of course,said 'UFO* 
could have the advantage of Hying out to sea 
(as most sightings appear to suggest). Bui 
could any organisation really afford to test fty 
something revolutionary in an area where the 
slightest mistake could end any secrecy?

1996 was chock a block with lhe 
most exotic collection of preiiy patterns ever 
sprinkled over Wessex You either believe 
these arc (lie product of an alien intelligence 
or a plea from a sick earth [no doubt plus n 
dozen impossible things before breakfast) or 
von admire lhe artistic handiwork of those 
responsible. I know where my money lays 

Not that this stops (he ecrcaiogists 
continue to mccLtaIk.write and debate the 
mystery that new was.Or maybe it has now 
created itself out of sheer necessity? 
Regardless of whether you think circles arc 
extraordinary, important, intriguing, or just a 
laugh,there are two sensible magazines which 
let you read all about the latest happenings. 

The Circular {£15 for 4 via Hillvierv 
Abbotts Ann Andover SPI1 7BA) is the 
glossy journal of lhe CCCK.El has a nice 
diversity of articles (from serious research to 
the frankly daft) and lots of nice photos of 
hoaxes (er,sony,lhis years circles). 

I must admit l am beginning to 
wonder what the point is of recording all of 
these obviously artificial poHems,. To be 
honest what goes on in crop circle land these 
days seems to have about as much global 
impact as train spoiling. However,that is not 
to entirely rale out lhe occasional glimmers of 
interesting activity that do appear There are 
from time lo time intriguing stories :md 
photographs that might re Late to anomalous 
earth energies and love relevance to UFOs. 

The Crop Catcher (£6 for 4 via P 
Fuller 3 Seibarrte Ct Tavistock Close 
Rormey Hants SOSl 7TY) has always been 
sceptical and,some might say.has even less 
point in surviving. Others might argue that 
recording the excesses of cerealogy is still a 
useful social function: alt Though TCVV has 
(wisely) featured increasing UFO coverage of 
laic in any case. Besides Paul Fullers no 
nonsense approach is wonli a took, any day. 

If anyone can establish that there arc 
genuine atmospheric phenomena behind some 
cases you'll find it here- in the hisloricyl and 
international data cautious ty re vie wed,The 
current issue (no 28) has an important follow 
through on the 1%4 'crop circle' from Penrith 
discovered by Nick ftedfcm an PRO files (see 
NUN 172). Paul Fuller's investigation - 
including site photos ■ enhances die value of 
this significant case. 
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HOOKS OF WE MOMENT 

VFO - I demily amcetimenl Derek Sheffield

Wliai lo make of this book? In 
analogy us a bit like a fly buzzing around your 
living room.At first it's fascinating, watching it 
Hit to and Fro.Then you decide lo take 
act ion. corner it with a newspaper and - wham I 
- it gets away So you corner it again - and it 
gets away. So you comer i( again - a rui. we 11 
you see what 1 mean. Fascination rums rapidly 
to trust rat ion. tf you then decide to contact the 
United Nations lo proclaim thru the fly is 
realty a robot from the planet Zog and your 
government knows it bui will never admit to 
the truth - then 1 suspect most folk by ihis 
point will be rooting for the tly. 

Ostensibly Sheffield's book is about 
the Belgian wave of sightings from Novcmlxtr 
1980 through until March 1000. Hut in imtli it 
i$ more concerned with die authors 
painstaking and (some may reel) obsessive 
attempts to convince politicians military 
officers,Uncle Tom Cobbly and allodial these 
coses prove the universe has changed forever 

Derek .Sheffield claims dial he heard 
about the wave via a French newspaper in 
IW2, Having once written a book about 
philosophy which set out to disprove black 
hales, evolution, arte so forth lie decided to 
mount an investigation into this case Whether 
he actually went to Belgium or did any first 
hand research is not clear. Indecdstich basic 
tinccttainty on key facts is one of the major 
problems of this book. However, what Mr 
Sheffield is indisputibly good at is writing 
letters and these pages arc awash with them. 

Frankly,what he has to tell us about 
the sightings would fltl the first 50 pages or 
the bookiThe rest are simply letters to his 
MF.his buro MP.this big wig,that irrelevant 
person and so on -and on. The duplication and 
fastidiousness that fills them all is staggering. 

Not that they are printed quite in full 
He stresses that he is not a UFOlogisl nor into 
the paranormal and only wanted to study the 
lurd facts of the radar-visual and other 
encounters. To that end he appears openly 
distrustful of British UFO groups and steered 
clear of them on die grounds that Nick Pope at 
the MoD had suggested he contact various 
ones.To him that meant something was up. 

Nick (given a rough deal) suggested 
a Tim Good book as one source of data on (lie 
wavc.bul reference to that was excised bv the 
author when lie sent the letter on to the EEC. 


If I read correctly.its because the title 
smacked of scienee-Itehon.which is why die 
MoD mem toned it.so Ituil the EEC would not 
lake pleas for action seriously. Not that 
material he sent to the EEC is perfect. Owing 
to a limited knowledge of UFOs the author 
tells Euros that ace ETH supporter Donald 
Key hoc was on the Cl As Rohenson panel 

What little there is about the Belgian 
wave is not without interest (eg the full 
transcript of Ihc 30/31 March 1990 jet 
intercept encounter) Hut it is swamped by the 
tedium pile of letters to the extent that I am 
astonished at (he publishers for not gelling a 
tighter grip on the text 

Maybe I hey got loo concerned about 
what Mick Pope might soy Unfairly in my 
view - he appears as a son of government 
agent spreading disinformation The saga of 
letters to and from from Sheffield to him (pp 
1 % - 202} loll me utterly sympathetic with the 
MoD man.who iried his level best to be 
helpful. I have to say lie is a born diplomat 
and I would have given up replying to the 
author long before Nick had io say that there 
was little point mcontinuing the dialogue! 

Sheffield, tells us of his own UFO 
sighting in l‘JA 2 ml though to me it sounds like 
a high altitude weather balloon 
Unfortunately, because of making this 
suggestion I am now bound to be under 
suspicion as a government spy.so I will maske 
dear that 1 really think u was an ET spaceship 
(disguised os a weather balloon! 

The author's tenacity and sheer 
bravado stop the book from flagging and 
there is interest in seeing an outsider try to 
unravel one of unr most famous recent cases, 
indeed he made me sec some aspects of ii in a 
new light. As some readers will know I 
suspect that some of the Belgian sightings 
were mid-air refuelling exercises prior to the 
long range bombing raids on Libya (a theory 
that Derek Sheffield lias probably never even 
heard) But 1 had not really contemplated lire 
idea that some of the earlier sightings might 
be laser light shows Now - from these 
accounts -1 would say that is a real possibility. 

Undonbtedly.sonie of what went on in 
Belgium during those months was important 
and unexplained;although most,! suspect,was 
not. Equally.some of this book is useful - but 
most.l suspect, is not. Mean time - if you gel a 
letter from Derek Sheffield why not send it 
back unopened from some exotic spot.I would 
low his chapter ou (he resulting 'GPO probe 
in any sequel book.based on the saga of his 
lost letter to fomer President Jimmy Carter!

Overall,it is a nice introduction to the 
Retd of mind and the abnormal phenomena 
related to it. Today it is somewhat unusual to 
Imd an assuming book which docs not really 
have a theme or agenda pushing you in one 
direction Instead this book really sets out one 
persons thoughts about a whole series of 
fascinating topics - and that* quite refreshing 
It wont set the bookshops alightand 
at this price you may prefer to read a library 
copy or await the hoped-for softback. But if 
finances permit then you are are sure Co find 
something to set you thinking. What more can 
you really ask of a book these days?

He called to his wife - 
they both waichcd it

Another witness in ihc town saw the 
phenomenon as well. 

Possibilities that oc;ur * such as an 
aircraft refuelling exercise - seem negated by 
die fact that the objects were stationary for loo 
long. A tethered balloon seems an option but 
the witnesses are adamant this was not the 
case. Primus regard the case as unexplained.

One of the dassie cases in nonb-west 
UFO history occurred at 02.45 on 24 February 
1979 when an. object landed in a quarry at 
Fiat up and wliat may have been a military jet 
chased it across Lancashire towards the 
central pier m Blackpool - where both it and 
the jet were apparently seen by a security 
guard at the Ol nightclub Meanwhile a 
caravan park at Scansbnck had suffered 
damage when a very noisy object shook doors 
and windows * this being possibly the 
intercept jet using afterburner in hot pursuit. 

Now .on die I Tlh anniversary - almost 
lo the minute - comes a new close encounter 
with the north-wests latest phenomenon - the 
hovering triangle with intriguing similarities 
The location is also very close to Scurisbrick. 
indeed.any glance at llie map wifi show that 
Bunks; is so named as it is on the hanks of the 
River Ribble estuary only seconds as the 
HALO flies from our old friend BAc Wanonl 

This case has been well investigated 
by Anthony Eedes and Penny Hoyic of 
MARA and is probably the best recorded of 
the many 1996 sightings of this object. The 
witnesses - Mr and Mrs C and their 20 year 
old son - are well educated and credible 

Mrs C wake first io hear an 
extremely loud noise ami severe vibration that 
shook the house via a vent in the bedroom It 
was clearly coming front nearby On ihc 
landing the noise was even Louder and 
opening her sons hart hrdmnm m unlm him it 
became almost deafering. 

He recalls how the house was shaking 
- so he pulled down the blinds. They now saw 




a large triangular object hovering over 
fields Mrs C went downstairs for a txstier look. 
It had a light in each comer (white or 
red/gneen) and a bright central glow The 
triangle was d-uk. Mi C also wuke to sue it. 

After between five to ten minutes the 
object moved away westwards (out to seal and 
then accelerated at an 'unbelievable speed" and 
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The witnesses say ihat the noise was 
terrifying. The son likened ii id a drill in his 
head, Mrs C said she fell as if the thing were 
going lo explode. 

On L2 March Air Stall 2A at the 
MoD denied any knowledge of any siblings 
or military exercises. Warton (and other 
military bases) also said they had no activity. 

tl is not dear from the report if the 
possibility of a police or air/sca rescue 
helicopier was chocked out. This seems the 
only feasible source of so much noise - but the 
local newspaper earned Ihe srory soon after 
and if seems probable that any police activity 
would have quickly been identified. 

This has to leave one suspicious 
about Warton - especially given its proximity

This case is certainly different. Mrs K 
awoke for a drink of water in hear the house 
filled tvilh a humming sound that was so loud 
it was as if she was standing next to an 
electricity sub-station,she reports 

Pulling back the curtains she 
instinctively looked upwards for the source of 
Ehc noise_but nolhmg was there. Instead out to 
sen the island of C umbrae appeared to be 
glowing. It was litcrallv silhouetted in while 
light. As she was looking south west she knew 
this was not an cHccl or the sunrise, 

At about 04 10 the humming and the 
glow gradually faded away and all became 
dark agtiin. 

This ease is a classic illustration of 
how not to take anything tor granted. \\ 
certainly has all Ihe hallmarks of a fascinating 
dose encounter. This seemed assured when 
local police confirmed they had no reports and 
the local helicopter pilot confirmed he had 
Landed at 03.30 after a sea rescue during 
which he had seen nothing unusual 

Bui that is not allowing for ihe 
tenacity of the local paper fthe Larg* and 
Mill port Weekly News) They managed lo 
sobe this case by the application of lateral 
thinking and detective work that should be a 
model U> any UFQIogist 

The UFO was.in fad. the P& O cruise 
ship the Royal Princess * ca route from 
Iceland lo Waterford in frebmdjhcn sailing on 
the far side of Cumbrae. Presumably the glow 
and bum were the result of the many lights 
aboard and the sound of the ships distant 
engines. 

I do nol recall a UFO sighting ever 
being resolved in quite this way before and it 
does show you that a UFOCogtsf's mono ought 
to be - never say never. Every case is 
potentially explicabte.peihap* in the most 
unexpected manner Don‘i presume otherwise.

Three [ire undines and a police 
helicopter were mobilised in response to a 999 
call that an object - possibly an aircraft - liad 
crashed in flames near Bindley Green. 

Residents of Richmond Road saw 
what appeared to be a small plane with smoke 
trailing from it in the direction of Bolton, 
Some of the local children pursued it on 
mountain bikes whilst the adults phoned the 
emergency services. The children lost it in the 
distance but saw it disintegrate into a fireball 
with pieces falling off. 

Fire teams from Hindley,Atherton 
and Wigan rushed ta the scene whilst the 
Greater Manchester police helicopter searched 
fields. Nothing was found;although the chief 
Rre officer spoke about an 'oily smell 4 . After 
art hour the search was cancelled and the 
object was officially logged as a UFO. This 
naturally provoked considerable local media 
speculation about the matter. 

Bui was it a UFO? The only 
possibility the emergency sendees looked into 
was a hot air balloon. None were flying. The 
police.possibly to get the media and talk of 
spaceships off their backs,suggested that the 
witnesses Itad seen an unusually red sunset 
and been fooled by that.This theory had 
initially been suggested by the Civil Aviation 
Amhority after confirming that no aircraft 
were trussing or in trouble. 

Ho\vever t mid August is a peak time 
for meteor sightings. Indeed at 3am that same 
day there was a brilliant bolide that created 
UFO sightings. Was that what was witnessed 
here? Both meteors and space junk re-entries 
have led to similar calls out of local fire 
brigades - eg when Cosmos 1968 burnt up 
over Britain on 31 December 1973 and dozens 
of emergency services were set into action in 
response. 

Another possibility is a home made 
hot air balloon. Kids launch these as a joke 
using candies and bin bags and they dribble 
burning plastic lo the ground looking as if 
they art burning or breaking up If you have 
seen some of (he Gulf Breeze videos taken 
from die Pensacola Buy Bridge (eg on the 
recent ’Strange but True? TV special) then you 
will have seen this effect - for many of those 
’UFOs' are,in fact,home made hot air balloons, 

A final option occurred to me in early 
October when l chanced to see a fascinating 
phenomenon over RossalhFleerivood. 


What l saw seemed lo be an aircraft 
on fire iratling smoke and falling from the 
sky. ( only realised my error when I noticed 
that the smoke was drifting more rapidly ihan 
the clouds - indicating that the object was far 
lower (and thus smallerJ than l had estimated. 

This 'UFO 1 was simultaneously 
witnessed by a number of children from a 
nearby school who reported it to the local 
ixtper. The story even made ‘Psychic News 4 
two weeks later - suggesting that Fleetwood 
was now agog with UFO sightings! Sadly.os 
neither the local paper nor Psychic News 
bothered to check (but 1 did) the invading 
UFO was.as 1 had suspected,simply a flare. I 
had not seen one launched In daylight before. 

Possibly this was also what the 
residents of Bindley Green saw that evening.

To end on yet another encounter with 
the hovering triangle,over its second home 
(apart from the Lancashire coast) - the Peak 
District. This is one of the rarer daylight 
sightings. 

five witness is a retired airline 
worker who is very familiar with all kinds of 
air traffic She was utterly baffled by what she 
saw from the rear of her home - locking WE 
towards Chinley and the Derbyshire hills. 

The object was grey in colour and 
had brilliant lights on each point of the 
triangle (the pattern which by now should be 
very familiar), indeed she was struck by how 
unnaturally brilliant these comer lights were. 

Having seen many aircraft pass over 
the Peimines on their way into Manchester she 
knew immediately that this was different. 

After watching the object remain 
stationary and si Jem for 3 - 4 minutes she 
recalled that she had a pair of binoculars 
inside and went to collect them. However,she 
was distracted because her front doorbell 
rang;then the phone. By the time she got back 
outside the object had disappeared.
